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PROCEEDINGS 

AT THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

1849. 



The Annual Meeting of the Members of the American Art- 
Union was held at Niblo's, in the City of New-York, on Fri- 
day evening, the 21st day of December, 1849. The Chair was 
taken at 6 o'clgck by Prosper M. Wetmore, Esq., President 
of the Institution. 

In calling the meeting to order, the Piresident spoke, in sub" 
stance, as follows : 

Members of the Ai^t-Unign : — 

At several preceding anniversaries of our association I have 
had the gratification of announcing to you its continued and 
increasing success. In the performance of the same grateful 
duty to-night, I have the pleasure to state, that great as were 
the ti-iumphs of former years, the labors of that which is just 
closed far exceed in their practical and beneficial results all 
that had previously been accomplished. Among these are large 
additions to our list 6f members and a consequent increase of 
our means, a new impulse given to* the production of works in 
almost every branch of art, and a. decided improvement mani- 
fested in the character of those collected for distribution. 

It is impossible for any one who remembers or was interested 
in the inception of our society, to avoid feeling a high degree of 
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satisfaction at the complete accomplisliment of so noble a design. 
In looking back at the history of an association in whose for- 
tunes I have so long felt an interest, what agreeable recollec- 
tions spring up to my mind. In this retrospective glance let 
me not forget to ascribe the credit that is justly due to liim who 
conceived the idea of bringing to the aid of struggling art, the 
advantages of associated effort. James Herring was the found- 
er of the institution. Ten years ago, on the 16th of December, 
1839, I had the honor to submit the first annual report of its 
transactions, and to express to you the confidence I then felt 
that even that humble beginning would one day grow into a 
stately institution ; that the first efibrts of our Union for Art 
would ere long be followed by the elevation of Art ; that new 
hopes would be awakened in the bosom of the artist, and through 
the medium of a perpetual free gallery, a new and delightful 
source of instruction be opened to the public mind. 

All this has been done, nobly done. Do I then claim too 
much for the society? Is the decade we now celebrate less 
brilliant than I have described it ? 

In the little volume which I hold in my hand is contained the 
record of the proceedings of our first year. At that time we 
numbered our members by hundreds — a very few hundreds — 
and we then allotted thirty-six paintings, valued at about three 
thousand dollars. No engravings were provided at that day to 
be distributed among the members. We did not then, as we do 
now, call to our aid the genius of Smilie to multiply transcripts 
from the beautiful creations of Cole ; nor did the limited means 
of the Association permit us at that early period of its career to 
place on your drawing-room tables, copies of the inimitable pro- 
ductions of Irving, illustrated by the exquisite skill and humor 
of Darley. 

Each year that has elapsed has witnessed a steady improve- 
ment in the character of the works we have caused to be pro- 
duced, and a gradual enlargement of the plan of our operations. 
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We have thus not only advanced the cause of Art, but have 
enlarged the sympathies of Art. We have enlisted new allies 
both in the studio and the workshop. In the former, new asso- 
ciations have connected it with the dexterous artisan, whose 
assistance in the copper and in the bronze material, has become 
indispensable — in the latter, the roughness of the hammer and 
the mould have been softened by the beauty of the finished 
design. 

Compared with the humble commencement, what are now the 
condition and prospects of our Association'? Springing as it 
were at a single bound from infancy to vigorous manhood, it has 
reached a position honorable in the highest degree to those who 
have given it their liberal and steady support, and to the genius 
and taste developed through its operations. 

Three years ago, a copy of the annual report of the Art- 
Union of London was placed in my hands, and it produced on 
my mind feelings of profound astonishment at the vast results 
which had been accomplished by the union of the friends of 
Art in England. They were not, however, disproportioned to 
the taste, the renown, or the antiquity of that country. It had 
been for many centuries a cultivator and a patron of Art. Its 
earlier structures, even in their ruins, are admirably picturesque. 
They furnish models from which, in this country and this gene- 
ration, are taken the most beautiful illustrations of architectural 
taste. Its statuary, in recent years, has divided the honors 
of Italy ; and its painters have arrived at such perfection, as 
to have withdrawn much of the idolatry of modern amateurs 
from the ancient galleries of the Continent. Its princely resi- 
dences are schools of Art adorned with precious gems of 
almost priceless value. 

Very naturally, the contrast between an institution estab- 
lished in a country which had been for ages the centre of the 
wealth, the luxury, and the refinement of the Old World— and 
one which, like our own, had sprung up, as it were, spontane- 
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ously in a busy commercial city, wliere, in the hurry and bustle 
of active life, but few can be found witb sufficient leisure to 
cultivate a taste for Art — was a painful one. It seemed for a 
moment to dissipate our hopes of contending successfully with a 
competitor aided by so many powerful influences. 

But the three years have rolled away into the past ; and 
with all the disadvantages of circumstances against us, I have 
now the pleasure to state to you that we have, this year, sur- 
passed the London Institution at its highest point of success. 

The fact is so extraordinary, that I must ask you for a mo- 
ment to look at the comparative operations of the two Socie- 
ties : —

I do not allude to this comparison, so favorable to the ad- 
vance in public taste in this country, with any invidious feel- 
ing. I admire and honor the generous encouragement which 
England has always extended to her Schools of Art. But I 
must not forget that in the one case, the patronage of a powerful 
government is freely accorded in protecting and fostering the 
operations of the kindred institution ; that a duke of the royal 
blood gives to it the influence of his name, and the great ad- 
vantages in that country of the associations with which it is 
connected ; while in our own case, on the other hand, whatever 
good is accomplished, springs from a combined effort on the part 
of those who love Art and desire to promote its growth, scat- 
tered throughout a widely extended territory, and unaided by 
any privileges, save those which give us the sanction of legal 
authority. 

In this view, I deem it a fitting subject for congratulation, 
that during the present year, the sum of nearly one hundred 
thousand dollars has, through the medium of this Society, been 
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devoted to the encouragement and support of Art. That much 
good has thereby been accomplished in the discovery and devel- 
opment of latent genius, in strengthening the hopes of struggling 
merit, and in spreading abroad among a young and growing 
people the means of cultivating a taste for the true and beauti- 
ful, I need scarcely stop here to discuss. I read a most grati- 
fying assent to the proposition in the steadily increasing success 
which attends our labors ; in the constantly extending sphere 
of our operations, and in the gradual but decided advance which 
ten years have shown in the character of the works produced by 
American artists. ... 

It is now well understood, that no further question can be 
raised as to the beneficial tendency of this and similar institu- 
tions. Certainly, they have brought artists and amateurs into 
close contiguity. Paintings have found purchasers : public taste 
has been not only improved, but discovered : the easel has been 
in demand : subjects natural to our country, its history, its 
"scenery, and its people, have been illustrated. Perhaps,' iii-^ 
ideed, we may have been instrumental in founding an American 
School, which may yet take its place with the Italian, the 
Dutch, or the Spanish. 

The very intercourse of artists and the pubUc, on ground 
common to both, enkindles confidence, respect, and admiration, 
and ensures appreciation, friendship, and a generous patronage* 
Ours is indeed a free Academy of Art. The student here pays 
no fee for admission any more than the visitor. Its galleries 
are free in all respects to both, and it has thus within itself 
that element of freedom which gives -life to genius and imparts 
sensibility even to the apathetic. ' 

The details of the operations of the year, and the principles 
which have guided the action of the Committee of Management^ 
will be found in the report about to be submitted from that 

Committee. _ . 

- I cannot here avoid noticing, without the greatest mjustice, 
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the large obligations we owe to that distinguished body of friends, 
who, in their character of Honorary Secretaries, have lent us 
their* aid and influence in sustaining the society. It embraces 
in its number of over six hundred, some of the most intelligent, 
refined and active spirits of our country. They are to be found 
in every city, town and village of any importance in the Union. 
The list comprises divines, jurists, physicians, artists, mer- 
chants, men of letters. Faithful sentinels at every outpost of 
Art, their influence, their taste, their time, and their services 
have been efficiently employed in promoting the objects of the 
Association. How important these services relatively are, will 
be apparent when I inform you that of the whole number on our 
subscription list, more than two-thirds have been obtamed 
through the agency of the Honorary Secretaries. The connec- 
tion thus established between us and them, conveys, as if by 
electricity, every pulsation of the central heart of Taste. They 
send back to us a kindred throb, while their contributions swell 
our funds, sustain our artists, and enjich our galleries. Honor 
to these friends of Art who acknowledge its brotherhood and 
its claims. 

My connection with the American Art-Union as its presiding 
officer terminates to-night. I cannot make this announcement 
without some degree of sensibility. I remember and gratefully 
acknowledge the generous support which I have always ex- 
perienced at your hands. To my associates of the Committee 
of Management, and especially to the able and efficient Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, Mr. Cozzens, my cordial 
thanks are due for the zeal and devotion, which, marking ever 
the performance of their duties, have so much Hghtened my own. 

Commencing with the first year of its existence, and continu- 
ed through many seasons of doubt and despondency, I am in- 
deed happy in the knowledge that my official labors are brought 
to a close under circumstances so auspicious. The Society en- 
joys a degree of prosperity never yet attained by any other 
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similar institution in the world. The reflection that I have in 
the slightest degree contributed to its present advancement, 
will ever be to me a source of unalloyed happiness. The future 
opens to the Society a long and briUiant career of usefulness. 
That it may continue to prosper and to extend its benign 
influence is my most earnest prayer. 



Robert Kelly, Esq., from the Committee of Management, 
then presented and read the Annual Report, as follows : — 

The Committee of -Management, in pursuance to a require- 
ment of the Constitution, respectfully submit, to the members 
of the American Art-Union, their report of the operations of 
the year 1849. 

The year, which this night reaches its close, has been marked 
by many of the same features which have characterized the 
bright years of our previous history. It presents a record of 
unremitting labor, crowned with the most brilHant success. It 
has been checkered with the usual alternations of gloom and 
sunshine, but has brought in, in due season, and in full mea- 
sure, its beautiful fruits. 

The subscribers for th6 year number eighteen thousand nine 
hundred and sixty. This represents the stature which the 
American Art-Union has attained, as the result of eleven years' 
growth. The first seven years of its existence may be regarded 
as its age of infancy. They comprise the period of its origm 
and successful establishment. It is during the last four years, 
more especially, that it has advanced with a progression to 
which nothing ofiers a fitting comparison but the marvellous 
annals of the nation itself, to take its place at the head of the 
Art-Unions of the world. The year 1839 closed with a regis- 
ter of eight hundred and fourteen members. In the year 1846,

the number of subscribers was four thousand four hundred and 
fifty-seven. In 1847, they were more than doubled, reaching 
the large number of nine thousand six hundred and sixty-six. 
In 1848, the number was sixteen thousand four hundred and 
seventy-five ; and in the present year, eighteen thousand nine 
hundred and sixty. 

The Treasurer's Report presents a full statement of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the year. All the expenditures 
are stated under their proper heads, and are submitted to the 
scrutiny of the members and the public at large. The funds 
at the disposal of the Art-Union are devoted with the most 
scrupulous fidelity to the objects for which it was established, 
and nothing is wasted in extravagant expenses of any kind. 

The same Report exhibits the position of the general finances 
and of the property acquired by the Association. It will be 
seen that the property held under lease is gradually being re- 
leased from debt by the moderate tax which is levied upon the 
business of each year, and the hope may be reasonably indulged, 
that at no very distant period, Art will have a free home in the 
convenient gallery and premises that have been secured by the 
wise management of this department of operations. 

A judicious purchase of real estate has been made during 
the year. It was found necessary to provide additional accom^ 
modations for the transaction of business, and to enlarge the 
gallery for the exhibition of pictures. A lot on Mercer street, 
adjoLaing the one previously improved, was purchased for 
six thousand dollars, and a building has been erected at a cost 
of four thousand dollars, furnishing all the conveniences desired, 
and another beautiful gallery. The very moderate sum of 
seven hundred dollars will be charged to the subscribers of 
each year, for the portion occupied by the Art-Union. The 
basement on Mercer street commands, in addition, a rental of 
three hundred dollars, which will serve as a sinking fund, 
gradually to discharge the debt incurred by the purchase. 
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• The growth of the American Art-Union, as exhibited in its 
vast subscription list, and the enlargement of its simple and 
appropriate accommodations, offers gratifying evidences of pro- 
gress, but represents rather the means of usefuhiess than the. 
objects for which it was estabhshed. Its purpose is to advance 
the cause of American Art — to develope talent, to encourage 
merit, and to diffuse among the people a love of Art, refinement 
of taste, and general aesthetic culture ; and in all these respects, 
it claims to have achieved results at least commensurate with 
its business success. 

During these eleven years, more than two hundred thousand 
dollars has been expended directly upon Works of Art. There 
is little reason to doubt, that this enormous amount has been 
secured to the promotion of American Art solely by the es- 
tablishment of this Union. The purchases, which it has made, 
have not diminished in the least degree, but have greatly aug- 
mented, individual patronage. The sum requisite to constitute 
membership interferes with no man's abihty, and surely does 
not diminish the disposition of any one to encourage Art, as a 
matter of personal taste or hberality. On the contrary, the 
friends of the American Art-Union maintain, that it has created 
both artists and purchasers, and that its direct patronage is 
far exceeded by that, which, indirectly, it has called into exist- 
ence. There are artists, Avho once depended mainly upon us, 
but now i-arely send us then- works, being fully occupied with 
private orders. It is only neccessary, m support of this view, 
to advert to the position of American Art now, compared with 
what it was when this Association was founded. Undoubtedly, 
with the general progress of the nation in wealth and refinement, 
it would have made some advancement. It had been advancing 
before that period, but how slowly, contrasted with its progress 
since ! From what studios, could such a gallery of American 
works, as the collection which is to be distributed among you 
this night, have been gathered, eleven years ago? 
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Each year has exhibited indications of an advance in Art, as 
well as a rapid increase in the number of artists and of their 
productions. That now terminating presents no exception. 
Those who are familiar with the collections made ia previous 
years, should compare them with the present, not by singling 
out some remembered favorite, perhaps a gem of peerless beau- 
ty, perhaps a= production seen to great advantage in the midst 
of surrounding works of inferior, merit, but by picturing before 
the mind the Gallery, as it was hung from year to year. It is 
the unanimous opinion of the Committee of Management, that 
the present exhibition is greatly superior to any of its prede- 
cessors ; that it contains a larger number of productions of a 
high order of excellence, and a far less proportion of inferior 
works. 

Our collections exhibit characteristics that betoken the rise 
of a new school of Art. The pictures have an American aspect, 
in the subjects, in the landscapes, in the treatment, in the sen- 
timent, and in various other particulars. We are all ready to 
acknowledge our inferiority, in many reSpects, to the best 
schools of modern Art, and to hail our successes as the dawnings 
of a glorious meridian. Yet, in its actual condition, American 
Art presents iadications of originality, beauty, and power, that 
are exceedingly interesting to contemplate. It is especially 
pleasing to dwell upon the healthfulness and purity of senti- 
ment that distinguish it. It is not a nursery of false and af- 
fected sentiment. It delights not in the expression of impure 
ideas. It does not portray the human form with a pencil dipped 
in voluptuousness, nor d»es it surround its subjects ^nth. an 
enchanted, sensual atmosphere. Let this ever be the motto 
of American Art, inscribed in golden characters upon a snow- 
white scroll, " Truth and Purity. '' 

It is to the development of such an elevated school of Art 
that this Union of American sympathies, and the associated 
power of its multitudinous contributions, are directed. 
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American Art is advancing. It has its advantages, and it 
tas great disadvantages. It does not imitate the vices, nor 
copy the style, of any mannered school. It is left in an espe- 
cial degree to the study of nature, and to its own development 
m the exercise of original thought. Our artists lack high 
examples, and especially the influence and the teachings of 
the works of the great painters. But they may overcome this 
difficulty by aiming at the same standard which the authors 
of these immortal work's strove to reach ; for they may cre- 
ate in fency forms of beauty, and summon, if they choose, 
legions of angels, infinitely excelling anything that earthy pig- 
ments can represent. But they will never become the masters 
of American Art, if they imitate low examples, or rest contented 
with low attainments. They must resolve never to be satisfied 
with any excellence they can reach. Above all, they must not 
consent to barter away piecemeal a popular reputation that 
has been gained. No man shall hang the spolia opima in the 
Temple of Art, imless with self-denying devotion he give himself 
away to the one great earthly object of his life; unless he resist 
the seductions of fiattery, of indolence, and of luxury ; — imless he 
paint for posterity rather than for the passing taste of the day ; 
unless he labor, as all the great minds who have left their im- 
press upon the world, have labored, from the impulses of genius, 
and in obedience to its inspirations. 

There is one pleasant recollection connected with the opera- 
tions of the Art-Union, which the Committee of Management 
desire that the members shall share with them. It is a con- 
sideration of the joy that is sent by its instrumentality into the 
bosom of the struggling artist; — for it. does not reserve all its 
favors until the artist can dispense with its aid. It patterns, 
too, the hospitable spirit of the whole people, in the liberal 
welcome it extends to artists from abroad. It is American to 
the heart's core, but it practices the principles of true inter- 
national courtesy. There are many paintings in this exhibition, 
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the work of artists, born and trained in Europe, -^vho, buffer 
its potent introduction, -would probably have been unknown and 
unemployed. They have been naturalized at once, as American 
artists. 

The statuettes, which .make a novel figure in our list of 
prizes, — those twenty copper-colored Indians, beautiful as 
Apollo, and armed with bow and arrow, like him as he pursued 
the children of Niobe, which we are about to send out as scouts 
into the haunts of civilized life, — were "cast in bronze by artists 
recently from France, who have chosen this country as their 
home. 

The American Art-Union has accomplished results which the 
local patronage of wealthy centres of population could not ac- 
complish at all. It has scattered its engravings and distributed 
its prizes over the whole length and breadth of the land. The 
taste of the people has been cultivated, and the latent germ of 
Art unfolded in the mind of many a youth. The mode of dis- 
tribution we have adopted for disposing of our accumulated 
treasures, by the awards of Fortune's wheel, is a convenient 
method of scattering them with impartial hand. The works 
we send out are messengers and missionaries of Art. Genius 
speaks from the canvas, and awakens responses like that which 
fell from the lips of young Correggio, as he stood before a 
picture of Raphael, "/, too^ am a painter." 
. Our Association is, for our country, the mother of Art-Unions. 
The Western Art-Union, located, in that beautiful city of the 
West, where Art seems to have sprung out of the ground, and 
where it well may choose its Western home, is modeled on 
precisely the same plan. It has been in operation three years, 
and gives promise of great usefulness and future importance. 
We cannot relinquish to our fair daughter the whole dowry of 
the West, but will claim the privilege of sharmg with her the 
contributions of Art, and the contributions to Art, from the 
extensive field she has chosen. The Philadelphia Art-Union 
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is also successfuEy established, upon the scheme of the London 
Art-Union, distributing money prizes to be expended in pic- 
tures. Our Union hails with pleasure the success of similar 
institutions, conducted upon public principles, and for public 
ends. It welcomes all fellow laborers in its great purpose of 
promoting Art, and the love of refined Art, among the whole 
people. 

The managers and members of the London Art-Union seem 
to be entirely satisfied with the working of their scheme, and to 
deprecate .a change. The Committee of Management, and a 
large majority unquestionably of the members of the American 
Art-Union, are as fully convinced of the excellence of our plan. 
We think that their scheme would be impracticable with us, 
by reason of the wide difiusion of our subscribers. The inju- 
dicious selections that would be made, arising from the neces- 
sity of trusting to a great extent to agents unacquainted with 
Art, might prove of real disservice, by the encouragement that 
would be given to bad artists, and the consequent neglect of the 
meritorious. We should lose, too, that most interesting fea- 
ture in our operations — the means of aiding deserving artists 
who are in circumstances of temporary need, or who have not 
yet achieved a reputation. But there is one objection which, 
outweighs all others — we should lose our beautiful free Gallery. 

The Gallery is one of the prominent characteristics of our 
plan, and it is one of the most interesting. It is the most 
effective means that could be devised for making known the 
merits of American artists. Besides the large number of works 
. purchased for distribution, it affords the opportunity of exhi- 
biting many that are to find other purchasers, and gives them 
the benefit of a free, and daily renewed advertisement. It is 
a useful school for our artists, too, not such a school as the 
great galleries of Europe offer with their inimitable works, but 
. still highly instructive, suggestive of many bright imaginings,

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affording opportunities of comparison, and teaching the willing 
and careful student, even by its short comings and errors. 

It is also a school of aesthetic education for the people, not 
merely in creating an appreciative taste in one or two depart- 
ments of the fine arts, but as developing the love of the Beauti- 
ful. Its lessons are full of refinement. The influence of the 
cultivation of a taste for Art will be felt in social life, and will 
add fresh charms to the family circle. It tends to impart 
beauty to all the objects and appliances that a refined society 
needs for its comfort and gratification. It must have been just 
this sort of training that the artizans of the ancient world 
enjoyed, and which moulded in gi'aceful and elegant forms all 
the productions of useful Art, even as we see them disentombed 
from the ashes of Vesuvius, where every object discovered is a 
gem of taste, and the very domestic implements, and the 
handles of the commonest kitchen utensils, are fashioned with 
artistic skill. 

The deportment of the large and miscellaneous multitudes 
who frequent the Gallery shows that they visit it from refined 
motives. It is estimated that the number of visitors during 
the present year amounts to seven hundred and fifty thousand ; 
and yet there has been no disorder or impropriety ; and there 
never has been a single article injured. 

The principles by which the Committee of Management are 
guided in the purchase of Works of Art are happily, and very 
distinctly, set forth in the May number of the Bulletin, to 
which the members, and all interested in the subject, are 
respectfully and particularly referred. To apply all the con- 
siderations there presented, m. the case of every work submitted, 
is certainly no light task, especially when the number offered is 
taken into view. Dui-ing the course of the year, over eighteen 
hundred paintings have been offered, out of which the four 
hundred and sixty in your catalogue of prizes were purchased. 
During the present year, a monthly Bulletin has been pub- 
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lishecl, containing a list of works purchased and on exhibition, 
general information on the subject of Art, notices and criticisms. 
This publication will be the means of diffusing widely sound 
Yiews and principles, and will undoubtedly be of great service 
to the cause of Art. It is sent regularly to the Honorary Sec- 
retaries, and to every member who wishes to receive it, and 
constitutes a strong inducement to subscribe early. The entire 
aggregate of the various numbers of the Bulletin issued Js 
one hundred and seventy thousand. As a means of communi- 
cation with the Honorary Secretaries and distant subscribers, 
its value can scarcely be over-estimated, and it has met with 
so much favor, and seems to promise so much advantage, that 
it will be continued, enlarged, and improved, hereafter. It is 
hoped that the discriminating taste, the liberal spirit, and the 
scholar-like finish, which characterize this paper, are apprecia- 
ted. For this addition to then* means of instruction and grati- 
fication, the members of the Art-Union are indebted to the 
talents and disinterested services of Mr. William J. Hoppin, 
a member of the Committee of Management. 

The last Annual Report rnoticed the valuable services of the 
Corresponding Secretary. rrThis department has swelled into 
an important bureau, into which during the present year upwards 
of five thousand letters have been receiv#;, and from which 
over five thousand five hundred have been issued. It includes 
all the delicate correspondence with artists, and the friends of 
artists, on the subject of their works, and with Honorary Sec- 
retaries, asking information on a thousand points. Their 
number is now six hundred and twenty-five. This im- 
mense duty has been performed by Mr. Andrew Warner. 
It is by means of the correspondence, conducted with sin- 
gular efficiency, courtesy. and tact, that the organization of 
the American Art-Union has been perfected, and is sustained. 

The Committee of Management feel bound especially to 
notice the steady, systematic support, received from the distant 
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subscribers. They constitute generally about two-thirds of the 
members of the Association. A large proportion never see the 
Gallery, and are not induced to subscribe from an inspection of 
the beautiful prizes, but contribute from the love of Art, and 
the confidence they repose in the exertions and good faith of the 
Committee of Management. 

The people of the City of New- York enjoy the gi-eatest ad- 
vantages from the Gallery, for they can, when they choose, visit 
it for amusement and insti-uction. It behooves them, especially, 
to cherish the American Art-Union. It is respectfully sug- 
gested, that they may exhibit hereafter their appreciation of 
what it has done and is doing, by entering their subscriptions 
at the beginning of the year. Subscriptions, early made, will 
have a double value for the cause of Art. It is not fair to those 
upon whom the responsibility of managing the concerns of the 
- Association rests, that in addition to all their other anxieties, to 
the obstacles they encounter, and the harsh criticisms of which 
they are sometimes the subjects, they should be kept in uncer- 
tainty until the very close of the year, whether the receipts will 
balance the expenditures. Thcipurchases and arrangements 
for this year had been made upon a calculation of the same 
amount of receipts as last year. Half of the subscriptions have 
been received wifein three weeks. Is it right, that all this 
uncertainty should rest upon the issue, when it can be removed 
by the simple means of making the subscriptions at an early 
period 1 The great importance of this subject renders it neces- 
sary that it should be urged earnestly and repeatedly. 

The Committee of Management return their acknowledg- 
ments to the members for their support, their sympathy, and 
their generous confidence.
